1 . I am an attorney at law duly licensed to practice in the District of 
Columbia, as well as in the States of California, Texas, Colorado and Minnesota. I am 
the lawyer for Plaintiffs Kohl's Department Stores, Inc. and Nitches, Inc. in this case. 
The matters stated in this Declaration are within my personal knowledge, except those 
matters that are stated on information and belief, and if called upon to testify thereto, I 
could and would competently do so. 

2. Although Foria's pleading is merely entitled "Reply in Support of Motion to 
Dismiss," its content is expressly in opposition to Plaintiffs motion for jurisdictional 
discovery. Foria's counsel told me that he believes that this pleading suffices to oppose 
Plaintiffs' jurisdictional-discovery motion. 

3 . Plaintiffs served Foria with this lawsuit by personal, hand-delivery on Mark 
Fang, the individual registered wdth the California Secretary of State as part of Foria's 
incorporation papers as the person authorized to accept service of legal papers. 
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4. Attached as Exhibit A is a true and correct copy of the Proof of Service for the 
Summons and Complaint by personal service upon Mark Fang, Foria International, Inc.'s 
Agent for Service of Process. 

5 . Attached as Exhibit B is a true and correct copy of a printout from the website 
for the Secretary of State for the State of California showing Mark Fang as Foria Intemational 
Inc.'s "designated agent for service of process."
